EMANCIPATING SLAVES 
In Harrison 


county, Texus, lately, a slave case of consider- 
able interest, was tried and decided by the Su- 
preme Court. William T. Weathertoy. de- 
cuaaed, provided in his will that three sliiven 
owned by him should, at hia death, be freed, 
nnd either aent to one of tbe Northern Free 
States, or to Liberia, with a specified amount 
of money to give them a atari in the world. 
This benevolent design of the. testator seemed 
a hardship to hi* executrix, (Mrs. Sberrod, hia 
•liter,) who accordingly entered a suit at law 
for the poitession of the slave*, on the plea 
that the State Constitution prohibited freeing 
slaves therein. The Supreme Court haa decid- 
ed thut tbe will is perfectly valid, and that the 
purpoae of the constitution waa only to prevent 
the remaining of freed slaves in tbe State, 
which waa not contemplated in this instance. 
The slaves, therefore, must be freed, tbo mon- 
ey given, and tbe executrix lone, for her 
trouble, all the money she ba* (pent in the law 
suit. 


In the Ajiemblr, on Friday lart, Mr. LIE, 


from the nelect committee on the aabject, re- 
ported » Prohibitory LJaaor Bill, whtek WM 
ordered printed and made the apeeial order foe 
Wednesday next. The MadUonC«i«oen>t give* 
the following lynopala of it* provision* : 


See. 1 prevent* the lelling or giving away, 


or keeping for sale, any intoxicating liquor*, 
except for ancrameutal, medicinal, chemical or 
mechanical purpose*.

section shall not apply to liquors, the right to 
sell which ia given by any U. S. law. 


Sec. 2. Citizen* of a city or town may apply 


to the common council or board of supervisor*, 
to sell liquor for the above purpoae, out) nf 
whom shall be selected who shall give bond* 
of $54)0 not tu violate any proviiion of the act, 
and to pay all penalties recovered against him. 


Sec. II. Such agency may be revoked at any 


time, and shall be for any violation of tbe law. 


Sue. 4. No liquor to be sold to be used on 


the premises, but may be, 1st, to sober citizen* 
of the county, if believed to be for the above 
purposes ; vinil, to any agent a* above. 


Sec. 5. Fur violation ot first section of law, 


first offense, forfeiture of all liquors and fine of 
$25; 2d offence, §ikl fine and30day's iuipritoa 
uieut; 3d and subsequent offences, not leas than 
$100 fine, and imprisonment for 60 day*. For 
violation tifth«^d and 4th sections, f 100 fine 
and disqualification forever selling any liquor 
under this act. Persons purchasing under false 
pretences, $10 fine, and stand committed till 
paid—defendants to pay costs in all cases. 


Sec. l> gives Justice of the peace concurrent 


jurisdiction with the circuit court, to try offenses 
against thia law.
